Mrs O’Shaoghjnessy accompan­ 
ied her husband, bat their little son 
rem ains at the embassy, which la In 
eharge of Chief Clerk Walker. 
Although Mr. O’Shaughnessy declin­ 
ed to discuss his trip, it is reported 
here on good authority that he carries 
a message from General Huerta to 
Mr. IJnd. 
On the other hand. Mr 
Lind probably has a message from 
President Wilson with special instruc­ 
tions for the charge d’affaires.

Them Big Advantage Over Forces 
of Huerta in the North. 


Juarez. Jan. 8, — One hundred and 
thirty soldiers, eighty-seven federals 
and the rest rebels, were killed in a 
recent battle between the Huerta and 
Constitutionalist 
forces 
eight 
miles 
northw est of Torreon, according to ad­ 
vices reaching General Benavides at | 
Juarez. 
Two thousand federals, who had sal­ 
lied out of Torreon, ex ideally to make 
a flank movement around the rebel 
forces besieging the city, were driven 
back into Torreon. 
Of the eighty-seven federals killed, 
six were officers. 
The rebel loss is 
estimated at forty-three dead and sixty 
wounded. 
The federal wounded, it re 
reported, will number close to 150. 
Twenty-eight prisoners were captured 
and executed by the rebels, according j 
to the reports 
received by General 
Benavides. 
The heaviest fighting occurred rn 
the open country that lies between 
Aviles and Salamanca, a suburb or 
Torreon. 
The defeat of the federals, 
rebels say, demoralized 
the federa* 
army of 4,000 men in Torreon and 
evacuation of the city is expected. 
Constitutionalist forces 
under Col­ 
onel Eulallo Guiterrez and General 
Jose Robles have recaptured the im­ 
portant towns of Parras, Cepeda and 
San 
Pedro, 
Coahuila. 
from federal 
forces, after three days fighting, ac­ 
cording to official advices also received 
by General Benavides. 
No details of 
the losses on either side or the num­ 
ber of men involved in the fighting, 
have been received in Juarz. 
Posses­ 
sion of the two points give the rebels 
a big advantage over the federal army 
in Torron, which is more thoroughly 
than ever now cut off from communi­ 
cation with Saltillo and Fonterey, from 
which points it had expected to draw 
its military and food supplies.

Numbers of stores have reopened and 
refugees who sought shelter in Pre­ 
sidio are rapidly returning. 
The federal troops are still burning 
the bodies of dead rebels who w’ere 
killed in the charge which cost them 
so many lives.

tion that the rebels charged in their 
last assault to within 200 yards of the 
federal trenches, but were literally 
mowed dowm by a withering rifle fire 
from the federals. 
Federal scouts report that the rebels 
are at San Juan, twelve miles south of 
Ojinaga. At that point the rebels sent 
sixty-seven wounded across the Rio 
Grande to be treated.

FIRST CONVICTION UNDER 
•PURE ADVERTISING" LAW 


Advance Step Taken Toward Barring 
Untruthful Statements From 


Newspaper Advertisemetns. 


An effort is being made t<* eliminate 
from advertisements all s t a t e m e n t s 
which are not truthful. 
In Nebraska 
a law has been enacted making, it a 
fineable offense to make ail untruth­ 
ful statement in a published adver­ 
tisement and the first conviction un­ 
der the law i- reported in the Adver­ 
tising World for January' as follows: 
Max Rosenthal, charged with vio­ 
lating the “{jure 
advertising" 
law. 
wa- convicted in the city court of 
Omaha and fined $7)0 and c o s t s . 
Rosenthal’- alleged offense was in 
connection with the selling out of the 
clothing stock of 
George 
Brooks,

building.

that advertisements issued 
by Rosenthal represented 
that the 
base 
would 
expire 
October 
31, 
wherea- lie had already secured an 
extent ion of the lease t'» December 31, 
before the advertising was issued. 
It was the first conviction under 
the new law. 
Judge Foster held “the 
law covers any mislead]rig-or decep­ 
tive statement made with intention of 
inducing the public to purchase mer­ 
chandise. regardless of the good or 
had faith or the honesty of intention 
of the party making the statement.” 
The Omaha Ad club caused the til­ 
ing of the complaint. 


It would lie better, in the opinion 
of ll. E. Barnard, state food and 
drug commissioner, to sentence per­ 
sons who endanger the public health 
with unclean and impure foods to 
eat their own ware-, or to be dipped 
in dirty water, as in ancient Ger­ 
many, rather than to inflict it light 
tine to be paid and forgotten.

food is handled in a sanitary way 
than that it is adulterated. 
In most, 
all ca-es investigated by the Indiana 
commission it ha- been found that 
the materials used to adulterate are 
not injurious to tin* health.

crime lay entirely in the fact that 
the-e concerns are defrauding the 
people of Indiana out of several mil­ 
lion dollars annually.” 
Mr. Barnard said it lies largely 
with women to keep the milk supply 
sanitary, for the department is un­ 
able to inspect 80,000 dairies of In­ 
diana regularly. 
Grocers and meat 
dealers are learning, he says. to cov­ 
er their ware- because the house­ 
wives demand it. 
“Ptomaine poisoning does not re­ 
sult from eating canned goods, as 
generally is supposed,” Mr. Barnard 
said. 
“I do not 
know of a ease 
where such poisoning could be traced 
to this commonly given cause. 
The 
ptomaine poison enters the food a f­ 
ter it is placed in an unclean refrig­ 
erator or in some other insanitary 
place.”

Wyoming, during 
the year 1913-1 I no charge is made for 
the anima!-, but the parks, whether 
municipal, state or federal, receiving 
the elk are required to pay for their 
capture and transportation. 
The regulations provide that SOU elk 
may be distributed during the present 
season and that not more than fifty 
In*,id will be allowed to any one state. 
One or two bears will be given any 
public park or zoological garden, and

An American, suffering from some 
nervous disorder, Journeyed to Italy to 
consult a celebrated neurologist. 
“But you are from America?” said 
the Italian. 
“ Yes.” 
“Why not. then, take the verrnlchelli 
treatment?” 
“W hat’s that?” inquired th** patient 
“ What! 
You don’t know the treat 
merit of Dr. Weir Mitchell?" 
And the Italian sent th** American 
home to he cured. 
The story as related by friends of 
Dr. Mitchell is to the effect that tin* 
physician himself while visiting Paris 
suffered a 
recurrence of a 
nervous 
ailment attributed to overwork. With 
out divulging his identity, he called 
on a specialist with whose name he 
was familiar as being that of a man 
famous in both hemispheres. 
“ I see that you are ail American.” 
remarked the French physician. 
‘‘Yes.’’ replied Dr. Mitchell, “ I am.” 
“And from what city do you come?’ 
“Philadelphia." said the visitor. 
“And do you m**nn to say that you, a 
resident of Philadelphia, come to me 
to be treated when there resides in 
your home city the most famous nerve 
specialist in the world?” 
“To whom do you refer?” asked tin* 
author. 
“To Dr. S. Weir .Mitchell, of course.” 
replied the so cia list, “and to think 
that you have never heard of him!” 


An E nem y of Insane A sy lu m s . 
In 1894 Dr. Mitchell began a crusade 
against insane asylums, saying they 
were the worst possible places for the 
insane. 
Life in them was deadly; they 
were like prisons, he said. 
For many 
years he pursued his studies of snake 
Venom, and ho handled thousands of 
rattlesnakes. 
As a side topic he took 
up the subject of human fear of cats. 
He maintained that there were many 
persons who could tell the presence of 
a cat even if it was hidden and unseen. 
The fear, he suggested, was a trait 
Inherited from remote ancestors. 
He 
also studied strange drugs, and for sci­ 
ence’s sake he put himself under the 
Influence of mescal, the intoxicating 
drug of the New Mexico Indians.
